Once the Italians reach the head of 
this road an entirely new phase of 
mechanized warfare may develop with 
the use of midget tanks, armpit high 
and carrying two machine guns, dasb- 
ing deep into the heart of-:enemy terri- 
tory to demoralize the defenders of 
Addis Ababa. 

The Ethiopians may dig elephant 
traps for these tanks but previous ef- 
forts to trap the mechanical monsters 
of the Italians have failed because 
their camouflage has been ineffective.

Although theré is a lull along the 

ksum-Aduwa-Adigrat front general- 


ly, there are indications it is the lull | 


that precedes renewed activity. One 
had the same feeling a month ago 
when the triple columns under Gen- 
eral Emilio De Bono were getting set 
for their big push into Ethiopia from 
the east bank of the River Mareb. 

Now, as then, aerial activity is in- 
tense. Authorities deny they are bom- 
barding Ethiopian towns, hence their 
purpose ~must be reconnaisance. The 
big bombers of Captain 
Ciano's “desperate squadron” and the 
smaller pursuit and “ground straf- 
ing” ships roar over our heads at fre- 
quent intervals. 

Feeling of Tension. 

All along the front, which now is 
fortified from one to the other and 
laced with a network of military 
roads, there is a feeling of tension 
which correspondents detect in the 
conversation of officers and men. It 
is apparent that the fall of Makale 
will be merely the prelude to a de- 
termined drive southward over 
much wider front.

Once the Italians are entrenched | 


at Makale they are in a position of 
immense importance. The town 
on the direct route to Addis Ababa 
and is only 50 miles from the begin- 
ning of the broad truck highway lead- 
ing 250 miles to the capital. 

Broad Highway. 

Ferdinany Bietry, a Swiss engineer 
who built this road for Emperor Ha'le 
Selassie, told this correspondent at 
Aduwa that it extends to Add’: Ababa 
from 12 miles north of Lake Ashanghi 
and is broad enough to carry three 
lanes of trucks or scooter tanks. 

The road is made of baked soil and 
can accommodate fast truck traffic, 
Bietry said. 

Once the Italians reach the head of 
this road an entirely new phase of 
mechanized warfare may develop with 
the use of midget tanks, armpit high 
and carrying two machine guns, dash- 
ing deep into the heart of enemy terri- 
tory to demoralize the defenders of 
Addis Ababa.

It was 
passed only by a vote of five to four, 
and we believe it would not have 
been passed if all of the members 
of the committee had been allowed to 
vote.

of the evidence whieh the committe 
had before it relative to Commissioner 
Longino’s activities. Evidence 
submitted showing that on July 7, 
1931, the father of Commissioner 
Longino, J. H. Longino, attorney for 
Fairburn & Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany, obtained from Campbell coun- 
ty a warrant for $4,000. This war- 
rant was aptained by him after both 
Campbell and Fulton counties had 
voted to merge and within only a 
few months of the time when the mer- 
ger became effective. 

“Legal Consideration” Lacking. 

“The records of Campbell county 
failed to show any legal considera- 
tion for the issuance of this $4,000 
Warrant and the statements of the 
Witnesses are so at variance as to 
make it clear that this warrant was 
illegally and improperly issued to the 
father of Commissioner Longino. After 
the merger became effective and at a 
time when George F. Longino pre- 
sided at a special meeting of the 
county commissioners of Fulton coun- 
ty at which meeting only two 
commissioners were present, and this 
$4,000 warrant was paid to J. H. 
Longino, attorney for Fairburn & At- 
lanta Railway Company. We have 
heen advised that this entire transac- 
tion was an illegal payment of %4.- 
OOO} and we strongly condemn this 
transaction and especially Commis- 
sioner Longino’s participations there- 
in. 

“A copy of the warrant referred to 
is hereto attached and made a part 
hereof. Although it states on the face 
of this warrant that it is for grad- 
ing, the evidence shows that there 
has been no grading done on this 
property within the last 15 years. The 
records also show that the use of this 
right-of-way was conveyed to the 
Georgia Power Company for $1,500 
more than a year prior to the time 
this $4,000 warrant was issued.

The action of Mayor Key in call- 
ing upon-the police board to insti- 
tute an investigation of the brutal 
treatment received by a prisoner in 
the city jail strikes at an intoler- 
able and inexcusable condition that 
has long been a disgrace to the city.

charge of the police. 

Such a condition is a blot on the 
good name of a civilized community, 
but protests from indignant citizens 
have, in most instances, been ‘re- 
ceived with apparent indifference by 
the officials of the police depart- 
ment. 

Every humane and right-thinking 
citizen of Atlanta will indorse the 
statement of Luke Arnold, executive 
secretary of the mayor, that ‘‘it is 
not within the realm of the com- 
prehension of this office why this 
kind of thing should be allowed to 
continue.”

wise, in Paris is the 
Hotel Meurice, which was founded in 
1807 by the man who held the con- 
cession for the mail and passenger 
travel on the coach route from Calais 
and a and via those ports to 
Iondon. In those days the hotel was 
comparatively small, with a large 
coach yard and stables adjoining. In 
1905 it was pulled down—all except 
the front wall on the Rue de Rivoli. 
which harmonized with the architec- 
ture of the street and was protected 
by law. 

Up to 1907 the Hotel Bristol -was 
the hotel patronized by royalty in 
Paris. The former Edward Prince of 
Wales had stopped at the Bristol, and 
ee platoons of roval rank followed 
lim.

The Meurice was reopened in 1907, 
and King Alfonso of Spain began to 
patronize the new place, whose plumb- 
ing was modern for the time and 
whose comforts generally outmoded 
the Bristol. The present Prince of 
Wales is now a frequent guest at the 
Meurice, having begun his patronage 
during the war, when he would rush 
in town from the British front for a 
day or two accompanied by Lord 
Claude Hamilton, his pal.

My Dear Louise: 

When I was a boy, a traveling horse doctor with a plug hat and a 
gaudy carriage drové into our town and began to mend the farmers’ 
tae nar One day he came to the newspaper office to have some circulars 
printed, 

He was a proud man with elegant manners and always said “‘please.”’ 
In describing the circulars he desired, he said he would like a certain 
kind of paper, ‘‘please,” and a certain type, “‘if you don’t mind,’’ and 
he would “greatly appreciate” getting the finished work at a certain 
time, “if you will be so kind.” 

The astonished printer listened with growing Suspicion and at last 
exploded with indignation. ‘Look here,” he cried, “you don’t expect 
me to do this work for nothing!” 

He couldn't believe that any man who intended to pay for what he 
got would ask for it politely. 

That was my first introduction to the sad truth that many people 


‘are suspicious of good manners.

You will also learn, as 1 did later—though you aren't as green as I 
was—that many people regard good manners as an evidence of weakness 
and conscious inferiority. Because they are polite only to people they 
fear, they think anybody who uses good manners is afraid of them. And 
nothing swells up the ordinary human like the belief that he has some- 
body scared. 

If a customer or employer or employe or indignant citizen comes to 
you with a protest and you seem eager to fight, he soon calms down. 
But if you answer politely and humbly, your apparent weakness inflames 
his temper and he begins to roar. 

Be courteous and considerate to people of the wrong kind and soon 
they will be treating you like a red-headed stepchild, Though you were 
a princess and they were common trash, still they would act sassy and 
overbearing. 

Don’t misunderstand me. Good manners are the salt of the earth and 
will smooth your way as nothing else can. They are the outward evidence 
of inward decency. 

But you must use your head. “Neither cast ye your: pearls before 
swine, lest they trample them undér their feet, and turn again and rend 
you.”’

This Grand Jury believes that the 
people of. Atlanta and Fulton County 
are entitled to and should demand ef- 
ficiency, economy and improved serv- 
ice: that these objectives could be 
gained in the city through the adop- 
tion of the City Manager plan of gov- 
ernment; that the government of Ful- 
ton County would be more business- 
like and more acceptable to the people 
it the County Commissioners would em- 
ploy an executive to be known as 
County Manager; and that the elim- 
ination of duplication in the work of 
the two governments, through the con- 
solidation of similar 
would result savings 
pavers and better 
citizens. 

We recommend that

|good and wholesome food and all of 
| them appeared to be in good healthy 
‘condition. We find that practically all 


| of the camps are taking more interest | 
(in farming activities and the raising | 


'of livestock than in any of the pre- 
vious years, inasmuch as they are 
endeavoring to plant enough  food- 
stuffs to supply the various camps, 
/such as sweet potatoes, peas, beans, 
Irish potatoes, tomatoes, beets, cab- 
bage, onions, syrup, wheat. corn, 
meat, lard and other commodities 
help feed the prisoners.

We visited the Hapeville farm for 
white boys, Colonel J. Q. Nash, Su- 
perintendent, and found this institu- 
tion in splendid condition. We exam- 
ined the food and found that the boys 
in that institution were receiving 
good, wholesome food and all of them 
appeared to be in a fine, healthy con- 
dition. Colonel Nash, the 
tendent, was kind enough to take us 
over the farm and we wish to com- 
mend him for the interest he is tak- 
ing in farming activities. We found 
that he was not only raising enough 
food supplies to take care of the needs 
of his institution, but was furnish- 
ing a considerable amount to Grady 


Hospital and other charitable institu- | 


tions as well. We also had an oppor- 
tunity to visit the livestock, such as 


hogs, mules, cattle, etc.. and found all | 


of them to be in splendid condition. 
INDUSTRIAL FARM FOR COL- 
ORED BOYS. 

We, the Committee, investigated the 
Colored Industrial Farm in charge of 
Mr. E. Waits, and found it in excel- 
lent condition. Everything was very 
clean and the food was good and well 
prepared, and all of the boys ap- 
peared to be in excellent health. We 
also found that Mr. Waits was 
ing a great interest in farming activi- 
ties and raising a considerable amount 
of produce and other commodities at 
this institution. It was brought to 
‘our attention that the boys in this in- 
dustrial school are given the oppor- 
tunity of going to school a half a day 
and the other half of the day their 
time is spent on the farm. The same 
thing is true of the white industrial 


farm. 
ALMS HOUSE. 

Your Committee visited the Alms 
House located on Powegs Ferry Road 
for both white and colored people and 
found Mrs. Charles Boynton in charge. 

We found many old people at this in- 
stitution who were receiving the envi- 
roment of home life and getting good, 
wholesome food to eat and all of them 
seemed to be well satisfied and living 
a quiet and peaceful life. We wish 
to commend Superintendent of 
this institution for the splendid way 
she is conducting same in attempting 
to provide a ¢omfortable home for 
these old and unfortunate people.

a modern juvenile detention home. We 
|wish to commend the entire staff of

MEDICAL SERVICE FOR THE 

JUVENILE DEPARTMENTS. 

This report would not be complete 
without saying a few words about 
the splendid work that is being done 
by the Health Department. We find 
that each child is seem and given a 
complete physical examination before 
he is brought before the Court, this 
is done in order that the Court may 
have a basis to work on as to the 
physical defects of each individual 
child. We find that Dr. Redd makes 
such recommendations as he deems 
proper for correcting the above de 
fects, 

Upon investigation we find that 
more than 400 physical examinations 
have been made this vear on newlys- 
admitted children, and that every new- 
ly-admitted boy is given the Typhoid 
vaccine and is vaceinated against 
smallpox. He is also given nose and 
throat culture to rule out diphtheria 
carriers. Blood for Wassermann is 
also taken, and “if positive for 
syphilis, treatment is immediately in- 
stituted. We find that more than 600 
laboratory tests have been made and 
also more than 500 physical defects 
have been found, 35 positive Wasser- 
manns, 175 anti-syphilitic treatments 
have been given. More than 500 inow 
ulations against Typhoid administer 
ed. A number of operations for acute 
appendicitis and hernia have been pers 
formed. More than 50 tonsil and ade< 
noi operations have been performed, 

The Committee feels that actions 
are much stronger and more import- 
ant than words and too much cannot 
be said about the splendid work being 
‘rendered and the medical attention 
given to these boys who are inmates 
of the two institutions 

We wish to commend County offi< 
cials for employing Dr. C. 8S. Redd to 
earry on this much-needed work and 
also endorse the recommendation of 
the last Grand Jurv wherein they ac- 
quiesce in this mafter. 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 

BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 

Your Committee on Buildings and 
Grounds have visited: the various 
camps and other properties belonging 
to Fulton County and beg to make 
the following remarks: 

The buildings are in good repair, 
with the exceptions of a few minor 
defects that were called to the at- 
tention of the ones in charge. They 
assured us that these repairs would be 


made, 

The Chairman of Buildings and 
Grounds Committee called attention 
that it was his desire that the wooden 
mess tables in the barracks be re- 
placed with metal in order to better 
the sanitary conditions, and your com- 
mittee suggests that this be done. 
| Your Committee saw the various 
farms and were told of what had been 
/accomplished in the past and the 
progress that is now being made. We 
suggest that the major portions of the 
farming program be confined to the 
locations of the White and Colored 
Industrial farms. and to the River 
Camp. as we believe that by concen- 
trating this work at a few locations 
that the expense of producing the food- 
stuffs ean be held at a minimum cost. 

In visiting the various camps with 
the Chairman of Buildings ani 
Grounds Committee, attention was 
called to the marked reduction in 
amount of insurance carried on these 
buildings and urged that the commis- 
sioners increase the amounts of in- 
surance commensurate with the value 
‘of the respective buildings. His at- 
‘tention was also called to the lack of 
proper protection given the increased 
amount of live stock being acquired 
|by the County in so far as insurance 
ig concerned. It was also noted that 
due to increased activity in the Coun- 
ty’s farming program that where food- 
stuffs of all kinds are stored that in- 
adequate insurance protection was giv- 
en in the present schedule and urge 
that proper increases be made in this 
schedule. 

It has been brought to the Com- 
mittee’s attention that the cost of 
maintenance of the Court House ma- 
terially exceeds that of an office build- 
ing of similar size and we urge, that 
this be corrected.

Your Com: mittee made a very @x- 
tensive and thorough examination of 
the various roads and bridges in the 
County and those particularly in the 
South end and the North end of this 
County. 

We carefully examined the 
and bridges located in the Fairburn 
District, Red Oak District, Union 
Distriet, Palmetto District. 
District, Rivertown District. and old 
Camphellton District. We find that 
the roads and bridges located in the 
above named districts are all good 
roads in good condition with the ex- 
ception of two or three railroad over- 
head bridges which are owned hy the 
railroads and we therefore recommend 
that the railroads he requested tn 
do some work on these bridges. We 
find the roads to be hard surfaced. 
graveled roads in most instances. and 
they are passable during all kinds 
of weather. However, we find that 
a considerable amount of work is he- 
ing done on the roads in this section 
by the Connty by the Publie Works 
Department, such as grading, widening, 
and otherwise improving the roads, 
bringing them np to standard. 

This Committee made a_ thorough 
examination of roads and bridges in 
the Northern part of the (‘ounty, eov- 
ering Ruckhead District, Grogans Dis- 
trict, Qld First District, Big Creek 
Distric® Newtown District, Roswell 
District, and others. We find the 
roads in old Milton County in an 
excellent condition, and that a con- 
siderable amount of work has heen 
done on these roads since the merger 
of January 1, 1932. 

We find that many of the old wood- 
en bridges have been replaced with 
concrete. bridges throughout this sec- 
tion of the County. One of these 
bridges is Greer's Bridge over Willeo 
Creek, costing the Country approxi- 
mately $3,000 to build, and connecting 
Cobh County. 

We also had the pleasure of visit- 
ing and examining the roads and 
bridges located in College Park and 
Fast Point District. Bryant's District, 
Poole’s District. Sandtown District, 
Adamsville District, and roads 
and bridges are in excellent condition 
with the exception ahove stated 
of some overhead railroad bridges. 

We find that a vast amount of con- 
structive work done by the County 
this vear has heen a powerful factor 
in the tremendous progress of the 
County, and we therefore wish fto 
eommend the Commitee on Public 
Works, together with the Superin- 
tendent of Pyblic Works, and the 
Highwav Engineer for the splendid 
work they are doing in behalf of 
the many people who use the vari- 
ous roads and bridges in this County.

Surgeons in Operation 


Use of a portable X-ray machine 
at Emory University by surgeons 
operating for a kidney stone result- 
ed in the patient being dismissed 
in half the time usually required 
for recovery, it was learned yester- 
day.

By making an incision _at 
the point where the machines re- 
vealed the stone, surgeons found it 
possible to remove the stone with- 
out the probings which heretofore 
resulted in a large wound.
